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DETAILED ACTION 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 27-34,38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Applicant's declaration states that the claimed polymeric materials are 
thermoplastic. However, there is no such indication whatsoever, as far as examiner can 
so interpret, in the specification. Neither is there evidence of a coating of these 
thermoplastic polymeric materials, to wit: surgical gut, silk, cotton, liposomes, collagen & 
chitosan, all of which are recognizable as suture material, but not as stents, or coatings 
on stents, presumably because as subject to the heating processes described in the 
declaration , they would degrade. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 27-34,38 -44,48-56 are.rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Mehta -66727246. 

Super critical fluid is used to extract solvent during coating of a stent(col. 2, lines 
54- Iines12, col. 3). Polymers as coatings are the instant((col. 4) polymers- 
biocompatible, absorbable(col. 5,lines 7-13 & bottom-col. 6, line 39) -including 
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collagen, chitosan, & the lactides, caprolactones . In the process, using super 
critical carbon dioxide, the solvents are extracted (col. 3, bottom, 4, top). This process 
materials & coating meets the instant language, although the polymers are stated to be 
elastomerics , unusable in this process according to the declaration of 1/22/07. 
Temperature & pressure adjustment is shown(col. 7), thus, the chambers must be 
closed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/22/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Arguments rreside in the Declaration, as stating it would not be obvious to 
utilize the Hile or Bawa supercritical processing on thermoplastic polymers, which 
constitute the claimed invention. However, Mehta, using the same process, also coats 
stents with the claimed polymers, thermoplastic biodegradable lactide & glycolide 
polymers, & the natural —chitosan, cotton as is instantly(claim 27) claimed. Thus, since 
pressure & temperature are utilized to remove the sovents of the drugs & coatings in the 
icoating process, all the instant claims are met.. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
